The  Special  General  Meeting  held  on 
28  October  considered  a  resolution 
to  permit  the  Club’s  existing  loan 
facilities  to  be  secured  to  our 
bankers  by  way  of  a  mortgage  over 
the  club  house. 

Currently,  our  loan  facilities  are 
unsecured  but  this  is  at  the  cost  of 
at  least  one  and  a  half  points  in  our 
cost  of  funds  and  at  the  expense  of 
an  increasing  lack  of  flexibility  in  our 
choice  of  loan  products  and  lenders. 
The  Committee  has  therefore  taken 
the  view  that  it  is  commercially 
sensible  to  offer  security  in  the  same 
way  that  any  other  responsible 
trading  enterprise  would  do. 

Once  passed,  the  resolution  will 
permit  the  borrowing  facilities  to  be 
enlarged  If  needed.  While  there  are 
presently  no  plans  requiring 
increased  borrowings,  it  is  the  case 
that  our  cash  flow  this  year  has 
suffered  from  the  net  loss  of  240 
members  from  last  year  to  this.  If  this 
were  to  be  repeated  next  year,  we 
would  certainly  require  cover  for  this 
and  for  the  inevitable  restructuring  of 


our  operations  as  part  of  a  clear 
strategy  to  reduce  and  eliminate  core 
debt.  The  meeting  will  have  covered 
these  matters  as  well  as  the  steps 
being  taken  by  the  Committee  to 
encourage  an  increase  in 
membership  levels  -  or  to  cut  our 
cloth  to  suit  a  reduced  level  of 
members,  if  that  is  to  be  the  future  of 
the  Club. 

The  Committee  is  keen  to  have  the 
views  of  a  wide  cross-section  of  our 
membership  on  the  future  of  the 
Club.  The  SGM  will  have  provided  an 
opportunity  for  those  who  attended 
to  ensure  that  your  views  are  heard 
and  taken  into  account. 

Nominations  to  fill  the  casual 
Committe'e  vacancy  closed  mid- 
October  with  only  one  valid 
nomination.  As  a  result  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Rules  of  the 
Club,  Greg  George  has  been  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy.  Greg  was  an 
unsuccessful  candidate  for  the 
Committee  at  the  last  Annual 
General  Meeting.  We  welcome  Greg 
aboard  and  look  forward  to  his 
contribution  to  the  Club.

It’s  a  days  travelling  but  worth  the 
trip. 

Local  Fishing  has  begun.  The  lizards 
are  out  from  their  winter  holes  and 
nailing  the  pink  plastics... great  fun 
spinning  on  the  flats  or  weed  beds.  I 
did  it  last  weekend  down  the  south 
coast  wading  in  knee  high  water. 

So  come  on  summer  and  the  Sydney 
harbour  kingies.
